NOTE: Specifically, applicants state tliat Imazato (US 5,733,949) does not teacli secondary amines and examiner 
agrees with applicants that column 5, lines 42 and 43 of Imazato disclose N-(meth)acryloylalanine, an amide. However, the 
polymerizable acylic monomers include 2-(dimethylamino)ethyl(meth)acrylate (column 6, Iine53), which is a tertiary amine, One of the 
tertiary amines recited in amended claim 7 is (2-diethylamino)ethyl methacrylate and the difference between the Imazato acrylate ane the 
acrylate of the instant application is that, the acrylate of the prior art is 2-dimethyl- and that of the instann claim Is 2-diethyl- and there is no 
indication that the 2-dlmethyl- would not work in the invention since as homotogues, they would be expected to give the same results. 
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
